Great Britain and the United States alike, diplomatic quar- 
ters reported today. 


Newspapers commenting on Churchill's return to 
London last night hinted strongly that Allied action of 
some sort to relieve Russia might be near. 


Churchill conferred with members of his inner war 
cabinet today, reporting on his visit which had kept him 
from London for weeks so he could make a thorough inspec- 
tion of the entire Middle Eastern front behind the threatened 
Russian Caucasus, 


Will Confer With Fighting Chiefs 


He made arrangements to confer also with chiefs of 
staff of the fighting forces. 


Well-informed sources said he did not intend to re- 
call parliament, now in summer recess, to address it on 
results of his trip, but it was believed that he might make a 
world broadcast on his tour and perhaps give a hint of 
events to come, insofar as he could say anything which 
would not aid the enemies of the United Nations.

Manpower Control Measures 


“Intolerable One Year Ago”’ 
Due Next Week, Says Little 


WINNIPEG, Aug. 25.—(CP)—More than 250,000 per- 
sons are needed in war industries and the armed forces be- 
fore the end of 1942 and—with less than 60,000 unemployed 
—Canadians face drastic curtailment ‘of many of our less 
essential industries and occupations,” Elliott M. Little, direc- 
tor of national selective srevice, said here today. 

In an address prepared for de- 
livery to the national convention 
of the Trades and Labor Congress 
of Canada which he defined at the 
outset as “straight talk”, Mr, 
Little said that “selective ser- 
vice will do things next week and 


will expect your support in doing 
things that neither of us would 
have tolerated a year ago.” 


He added that the selective ser.

tate and inconvenience most of us

Vhere Results Come Fast 
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Evaluating Dieppe 


Military observers, professional and 
otherwise, have begun to attempt an eval- 
uation of the recent operation at Dieppe. 

What did the AHied command hope to 
achieve by it? 

To what 
achieved? 

Was the success of the 
worth the price paid for it? 

The attempt to answer those ques- 
tions reveals many extraordinary opin- 
ions. It shows that even some of the more 
intelligent commentators still miss, ap- 
parently, some of the basic facts of 
the war. 

There are many, for instance, who 
are disposed to regard the Dieppe affair 
as only another nuisance raid—of record 
magnitude, perhaps, but still just another 
raid. They try to evaluate the operation 
on its intrinsic merits, to measure its suc- 
cess by what it accomplished or failed to 
accomplish in itself. 

This, of course, is a totally erroneous 
view, because the Dieppe expedition was 
something much more than a_record- 
breaking raid. It was more than an inci- 
dent, to be evaluated according to its 
own immediate success or failure. 

It can only be regarded and evalu- 
ated as part of the general pattern of the 
war, because its purpose was not so much 
to inflict casualties and damage on the 
enemy as to gain information. It was a 
precursor of a general invasion. And it 
will be impossible to evaluate Dieppe ac- 
curately until the general invasion takes 
place and the information gained in this 
expedition falls into its proper pattern. 

Actually, this was a trial run, an in- 
vasion in miniature. And no matter how 
heavy our casualties have been, the high 
command will have won_ invaluable 
knowledge about the kinds of weapons 
that are most effective, the type of at- 
tack most likely to succeed and a thous- 
and and one items of information that 
could not have been accurately foretold 
without actual experience. 

In other words, every life lost now 
may save ten or a hundred or a thousand 
lives later. 

For the general invasion of Europe is 
coming as surely as anything in this 
world. To doubt it is to doubt common 
sense. 

The world is convinced that nothing 
will stop the Axis but the subjugation of 
Germany. And the sure subjugation of 
Germany depends upon soldiers of occu- 
pation on actual German soil, 

Thus, an invasion is one of the essen- 
tial factors of victory. There are no ifs or 
buts about it. To win this war, we will 
have to land immense forces of troops on 
continental Europe. 

The Dieppe expedition falls neatly 
into the pattern of that certainty. Pres- 
ent estimates can be no more than wild 
guesses, And+the men who have died in 
the operation have given their lives for 
something far greater than a nuisance 
raid on an enemy town.

We Don't “Own” Anything 


Legislation is now before the Senate of 
the United States which will empower the 
President to requisition automobiles, 
trucks, and any and all other kinds of 
transport equipment if and when these are 
needed in the war effort. The bill was intro- 
duced by the chairman of the military 
affairs committee, on testimony from the 
defence transportation director. 

At Ottawa an order-in-council has been 
passed which empowers the metals control- 
ler to take charge of any mine in Canada 
if that should be necessary to its full use 
in carrying on war industry. And this is 
only a detailed application of the law em- 
bodied in the Mobilization Act, which 
authorizes the Government to take over 
property of any kind if war needs make 
that advisable. 

There is no longer need to argue about 
the conscription of wealth, nor point in 
doing so. That is already permitted under 
the law in Canada, as it is in Britain, and 
is being progressively instituted in the 
United States. 

In Canada we have gone the limit so far 
as authorization is involved. No person in 
this Dominion now owns anything except 
by suffrance of the Government. His pro- 
perty may be taken away from him any 
day by order-in-council, if that should be 
thought advantageous to the nation’s war 
effort. 

There Must be a Weak Point 


Another large convoy of American 
troops has landed in British ports. 
The news has bearing on the conference 


now being held at London in reference to 
the starting of offensive land operations 
against Germany. While no hint has been 
given as to the decisions, it is safe to as- 
sume that the steadily growing Ameri- 
can and Canadian armies are not being ac- 
cumulated just to do garrison duty in the 
British Isles,

Even without the heavy concentration 
which a Murmansk offensive would re- 
qiure, the Axis is holding a line from 
northern Norway to Voronesh that is 
1,500 miles long and half that distance 
from Berlin at the nearest point; while 
the pick of his mechanized forces have 
been thrown into the Fuehrer's drive to- 
ward the Caucasus. 

The Allies have suffered 
many parts of the world because 
“could not be strong everywhere”. Herr 
Hitler must be risking the same _ disad- 
vantage by the wide dispersion of his 
forces. Somewhere there must be a vul- 
nerable point, and the Allied war leaders 
probably know where it is.

Berlin apologized to the authorities at 
Buenos Ayres for having sunk an Argen- 
tine merchant ship—and promptly sank 
another. What advantage Argentina and 
Chile gain by refraining from joining their 
neighbor states against the Axis must be 
getting difficult for the officials to see, 
and more difficult to explain to their 
countrymen. The course of events would 
Suggest that the non-belligerent attitude 
is inspiring more contempt than friendli- 
ness at Berlin, Rome and Tokyo.

It is becoming clear that one of the 
problems the Allied governments have to 
think about is how they are going to shift 
large quantities of wheat from this contin- 
ent to Russia during the winter months.

C.C.F. spokesmen show keen re- 
sentment at the suggestion that 
has been widely made that the 
parliamentary vote of the party 
against conscription was not dis- 
sociated from the new efforts 
being made by party organizers to

The C.C.F. members of the 
House of Commons voted against 
the -authorization of conscription 
for overseas service on the ground, 
quite clearly stated in the House 
by Mr. Coldwell, that the country 
has no right to conscript men for 
military service “until we have the 
total mobilization of all our re- 
sources” What the party means 
by the total mobilization of all our | 
resources is stated elsewhere in 
the same speech; it is “the con 
scription of industry and wealth 
on the same terms, on the same 
basis, and at the same time as it 
was proposed to conscript man- 
power for any of our war pur- 
poses.” In other words, the C.C.F. 
makes its consent to overseas con- 
scription conditional on the adop- 
tion of a radically new economic 
policy for Canada of which there 
is not the slightest evidence that 
the Canadian people approves, and} 
which the Canadian people cer-| 
tainly does not understand. How | 
you can conscript money, or fac- | 
tories, or machinery, or land, or 
raw materials “on the same terms, |

Was it, in essence, really a com- 
mando raid?

Seen as that, with no further in- 
formation than appeared in 
newspapers, it was highly success- 
ful and not even very expensive. 

It is obvious that the forerunner 
of any invasion would be im- 
mensely costly—whether we should 


attempt to invade the continent 
from Britain, or the Germans 
should attempt to invade Britain 


from the continent. 

We must compare such an attack 
with previous events in this war. 
The most notable example was the 
German conquest of Crete. The 
first German troops that arrived in 
Crete were annihilated; the second 
|} wave was decimated; and if the 
purpose had not been to conquer 
Crete, the first two attempts would 
have been wretched catastrophes. 

The second example is the 
conquering of the Kerch pennin- 
sula by the Russians late last

| For the time being, the purpose

| We, however, can decide for our- 
| selves whether to consider it as a 
\large commando raid to be fol- 
|lowed by others of a similar 
| nature, with the purpose of diver- 
sion rather than decision, or as a 
test for the opening of a second 
front. 

If it was a commando raid, pure 
and simple, then the theory that 
we can divert large quantities of 
{German troops and material from 
lthe East by a series of isolated 
attacks, carried out at little cost to 
|ourselves, does not seem to find 
| support 
| But as a test for large scale in- 
| vasion, certain things seem to have 
{been clarified. It has not been 
demonstrated that we could main- 
fain, at this time, a real front in 
France, or make a_ Blitzkrieg 
across France to Germany. 


But it has been proved that the 
German coastal defenses are not 
so strong as to prevent us from 
landing and gaining bridgeheads, 
Even so strongly fortified a point 
as Dieppe is vulnerable to an at- 
tack by only one division. 

And we have also learned that 
}our own troops are seasoned and 
|tough enough to risk such an ad- 
| venture; the staff work was excel- 
jlent; and in actual strategy, con- 
|sidering the terrain, our offensive 
was superior to the defensive.

Exact figures on the latter 
are not available since the auditing 
of the books has been held up by 
the fact that each admission ticket 
to the Cleveland game had a $1 
war stamp coupon attached and 
that reverts to the War Relief Fund 
unless it was turned in for stamps 
by Aug. 1 

The National League contributed 
$267,901.30 with the Dodgers-Giants 
series at the Polo grounds and Eb- 
bets Field topping the list. 

The Yankees turned in approx- 
imately $80,000. The American Lea- 
gue total was approximately $250,- 
229.

France. But we must have a look at it, for just as Hitler, |

tality of the French people to a point where they may never 
recover in our time, so are these two rulers doing their best 


to crush the French mentally and spiritually with the poi- | 


son of their propaganda. 
Moreover Vichy, committed as 
it is to be a slavish collabora- 
tion with Germany, is doing 
best to help Goebbels in his pro- 

Paganda onslaught on the entire 

world. Day and night Vichy 
short-wave transmitters broadcast 

the Nazi message to the Amer- 
icas, to the Middle-East, to the 

Far East, often outdoing their 
Berlin masters in vehemence and 
distortion of facts. 

What is probably worse is that 
Vichy, because of its possessions in 
our hemisphere, Guadeloupe and 
Martinique, is able to maintain for 
our Axis enemies two radio sta- 
tions in our own backyard. Daily, 
Radio Martinique and Radio Gua- 
deloupe pour their poison into the 
homes of our Latin American 
friends, It would perhaps be idle 
to expect that a great nation which 
Shrinks from ending Vichy’s naval 
threat at nearby Martinique would 
be energetic enough to put a stop

to Vichy’s psychological guns 
planted though they are at our 
very back. 


ECHO NAZI TALK 

A word or two about those two 
guns. On the whole Radio Stations 
Guadeloupe and Martinique echo 
Vichy’s servile Nazi talk. They get 
most of their news from Vichy’s of- 
ficial news service, Telemondial. 
This means they are anti-American, 
hysterically anti-British, pro-Nazi 
and of course pro-Japanese. At the 
moment one of their principle jobs 
is to outdo Berlin as to Axis 
claims on the Russian front and 
thus to convince Latin America 
that the cause of the United Na- 
tions has been lost in Russia. 

They do a yeoman service in 
spreading Axis rumors designed 
to discredit the Allies and especi- 
ally the United States. Lately 
they have been emphasizing 
American shipping losses and 
sneering at a proposal in Wash- 
ington to bulld wooden schooners 
for the Latin American trade.

UNDERMINE CONFIDENCE 

The long range propaganda job 
of Vichy is to undermine in the 
minds of both the French people at 
home and listeners abroad confi- 
dence in Britain, the United States 
and Russia while at the same time 
beating the drum for Hitler's New 
Order, Since the beginning of July, 
this line of talk has been greatly 
intensified. At first, Vichy’s vitu- 
;peration was reserved — in about 
equal amounts — for Russia and 
Britain 

But after July 16, when Laval re- 
leased a communication concern- 
ing his rejection of American sug- 
gestions asyto the disposal of the! 
French fleet at Alexandria, the} 
Vichy propagandists directed some 
of their guns against this country. 

Especially in the home broad- 
casts, America is painted as “im- 
moral.” Because Mr. Roosevelt | 
went out of his way to conciliate 
the French by sending a revised 
suggestion about the French 
ships in Egypt, Vichy’s radio sta- 
tions told the home populace 
that this showed the “United 

States government was weak.” 

Last week, for the first time, 
Vichy broadcasts attacked the 

President personally. 

The Vichy government in its pro- 
paganda is also trying to stir up 
trouble in North America by ap- 
pealing to the separatist tenden-| 
cies of the French Canadians. This 
campaign began early in May. 
French Canadians were told in 
broadcasts beamed toward Canada’ 
from Vichy that they were being 
persecuted for their opposition to 
the war. “French Canadians are 
French, our brothers by blood and 
|tongue,” said Vichy, adding that 
there is a “solidly founded hope” 
that a French Catholic State may 
arise in the St. Lawrence valley. | 
The “mother country” will not for- 
get the French in Canada, Laval’s 
henchmen continued, nor will it 
forget the treaty of 1763 which put 
the seal of “British robbery” on 
the French of the New World. 

But Vichy goes ever farther. It

tion with the Nazis has always 


been based on France's “weakness | 


and guilt.” Last month Laval began 
trying a new line, arguing for col- 
laboration on the ground of French 
“strength and pride.” 

This conflict, however, has not 
prevented the propaganda which is 
served daily to the French people 
from attempting to do everything 
possible to crush French hopes in 
an Allied victory. That these hopes 
are still fairly high and very wide- 
spread among the population is ob- 


| vious from the furious manner in 
which Vichy 


tries to beat them 
down, 

“Don’t believe the lies of Brit- 
ish and American propaganda,” 
Vichy entreats. “They have al- 
ready done us much harm.” The 
“hopelessness” of the Anglo- 
American-Russian position and 
the invincibility of German arms 
are constantly drummed into the 
French people by Vichy. 

Laval’s aim, as revealed in his 
propaganda, is clear. If the Allies 
win the war, he knows he is fin- 
ished. If Germany wins, he prob- 
ably has few illusions as to what 
Hitler will do to France, but he 
hopes at least to sfay in power 
There are signs of course that he 
secretly dreams of a _ negotiated 
peace in which he will play the 
role of mediator and out of which 
will come a France restored to the 
rank of a first-class power with 
himself at its head. Hence Vichy’s 


constant preoccupation with an 
“early peace.” Hence a_ recent 
Vichy propaganda theme: “Axis 


and United Nations plans for the 
post-world war are similar. Their 
differences are not worth the con- 
tinuation of the war.” 

But the overwhelming majority 
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of the French people still believe in 
the first solution—in an Allied vic- 
| tory. And it is to crush that hope 
that Lawal and his henchmen are 
stooping to a propaganda the base- 


}ness of which has only been 
equalled by that of Quisling in 
this war. 


JAPS CLAIM “COLOSSAL” 
VICTORY IN SOLOMONS

War of Destruction is Faster, 
Cheaper Than Occupation War 


The weather plays no favorites 
It may be our best friend in Russia, 
but it is our worst enemy in west- 
ern Europe, or has been to date 
The Germans can thank the rolling 
clouds which 


mists and low-lying 
drift from the Atlantic across 
France and Holland and Belgium 


for a good deal of their immunity 
from Allied air attack. 

The combined British and Am- 
erican bomber fleets massed in 
the British Isles represent a ter- 
rifying power of destruction, and 
Allied fighter strength is suffi- 
cient not only to prevent repris- 
als on a scale worth mentioning, 
but to draw off and engage the 
German protective forces while 
the bombers get in their work. 

In the early stages of the war it 
looked as though anti-aircraft tech- 
nique was outpacing the technique 

of air attack, and that the war from 
the air had become stalemated 
The decline in German air strength, 
coupled with the rapid progress 
made in aircraft design, has altered 
that. 

It should now be possible to para- 
lyze the enemy by bombing attacks 
and bring all organized political 
and industrial life to a standstill 
Provided the full weight of our 
vastly superior bomber force can 
be brought to bear on the enemy 
continually, and he can devise no 
means of protecting his essential 
services and industries against the 
destruction which must follow, the 


Air Force becomes the most effec- 


tive weapon of offence, 

Seversky makes a distinction be- 
tween waging a war of destruction 
and a war of occupation, If it is 
your intention to destroy the ene- 
my, rather than to possess yourself 
of his territory and resources, then 
a war of destruction is the quickest 
and most economical kind of war 
to wage. 


NEED ARMY—AND AIR POWER 


Our enémies are concerned en-| 


tirely with a war of occupation. 
They wish to obtain the labor, re- 
sources, territory and communica- 
tion systems of those they attack. 
They resort to destruction only to 
the extent that it is necessary to 
break the resistance of their ad- 
versary, 

We do not covet the territory or 
the factories of Germany, and are 
hence only concerned to force 
the enemy to sue for peace and 
stop molesting us or our friends. 
It is probably true that the 
shortest route to this objective is 
by raining wholesale destruction 
on the enemy from the air, It is 
also the method most economical 
in life and material, 

If these were the only consider- 
ations, we might confine all 
energies to building a bigger and 
bigger bombing fleet, which is self- 
delivering, and to the training of 
ground and air personnel for the 
air force. But it is not the only 
consideration, The enemy must be 
prevented from 
nomically valuable and strategically 
important territory, and he must be 
stopped long before we can hope to 
pulverize him into impotence from 
the air, 

Hence the. need for military ac- 
tion against him wherever and as 
soon as we can bring superior 
ground forces to bear upon him 
from convenient bases, 


NEW ATTACK FORMULA 
Another factor which prohibits 
the full use of air power is the need 
to consider our friends, While no 
one has any present objection to 
slaughtering Germans by the hun- 
dreds of thousands, and al! believe 


that the massacre even of German | 
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women and children would be a 
small price to pay for preventing 
the scientific extermination of all 
the other peoples in Europe. we 
are not anxious to hasten that ex- 
termination ourselves 


The Germans are extending their 


into the occupied 
drawing sustenance 
population from 
lands But we do not 
wish to make the Frenchmen, 
Dutchmen, Norwegians and Greeks 
suffer more than they are already 
being made to suffer merely to 
shorten the struggle. So the prob- 
lem of forcing Germany to her 
knees in the shortest possible time

Mass bombings may be the 
most thorough and economical, 
but decisive results could not be 
expected in time to save the 
Russians or prevent the Germans 
from deploying their industrial 
front over the whole of Europe 
and forcing their wretched vic- 
tims to share their fate. 

On the other hand, a war of oc- 
cupation cannot be conducted suc- 
cessfully without tremendous help 
from aircraft. Sooner or later, a 
recognized formula must be ac- 
cepted — perhaps it has already 
been accepted—for priorities, in the 
special sense of classifying all ef- 
fort and resources according to 
their function in the new military 
formula, sd that army, navy, air 
force, and their respective trans- 
port, are not developed dispropor- 
tionately. 


SEA POWER IS PROTECTIVE 


Obviously we cannot afford to 
pour steel, rubber and copper into 


heavy guns, when a long-range 


bomber will do more damage than 
a battleship. Heavy guns are mere- 


ly devices for dropping a big ex- 
plosive charge on a target 


Large bomber aircraft can drop 
heavier charges on more remote 
targets in less time. A dozen of 
them are cheaper to construct 
than a battleship and are not 
half as vulnerable, 

The air force has robbed the navy | 
of its offensive functions and left 
to the navy very necessary protec- 
tive functions. Because we must re- 
lieve the Russians from the pres- 
sure of German ground strength, | 
and liberate the occupied lands 
without destroying them, we must | 
put armies in the field, draw off the 
German troops and drive the Ger- 
man military povar out of certain | 


| specified areas, 
| Putting armies in the field in- 
volves a great deal of heavy, slow | 


transportation. Many ships must be 
kept at sea, and ships must be pro- 
|tected against submarine attack, 
aircraft attack, torpedo-boat attack, 
and perhaps the heavy artillery 
| attack of the few remaining enemy 
| surface raiders. 

This is the work of the navy. It 
must be equipped specially for 
these functions. But it must not be | 
expanded beyond them, for ex- 
penditures made in loading the 
navy with powerful battleships 
which can hardly ever be used, and 
in any case have few tasks to do 
which aircraft cannot 
can only be made at the expense of 
other and more vital equipment.
